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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS 
OF  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEE 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  present  my  26th  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Rural  District. 

The  health  of  the  district  remained  good  throughout  the  year  and 
only  182  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  compared  with 
892  in  1970.  Of  these,  76  were  cases  of  whooping  cough,  which  is 
rather  high  on  the  numbers  notified  in  recent  years,  but  the  number 
of  measles  at  46  was  very  much  lower.  It  may  well  be  that  the  efforts 
that  have  been  made  to  increase  the  level  of  immunisation  against 
Measles  is  now  playing  their  part  in  reducing  the  incidence  of  these 
diseases. 

The  birth  rate  was  15.3  per  1,000  population  compared  with  10.0 
in  1970  and  18.0  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were  no  maternal 
deaths.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  25  per  1,000  live  births,  the 
same  as  last  year  and  still  above  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales, 
which  was  18. 

The  death  rate  was  9.6  per  1,000  population  compared  with  10.0 
in  1970.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.6.  The  total 
number  of  deaths  was  689,  the  main  cause  being  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  blood  vessels  346,  cancer  128,  chest  diseases  50.  The  highest  single 
cause  of  death  apart  from  heart  and  vascular  disease  is  cancer  of  the 
lung,  representing  4.6%  of  all  deaths.  These  must  be  looked  upon  as 
preventable  deaths,  compared  with  the  other  great  group  of  preventable 
deaths,  namely  motor  vehicle  accidents  which  at  15  represented  2.2% 
of  all  deaths.  The  Health  Department  year  by  year  emphasises  that 
these  deaths  can  be  drastically  reduced  by  a  decrease  in  smoking  and 
an  increase  in  road  care  respectively,  but  sadly  the  general  public 
ignore  these  warnings  and  the  figures  continue  to  increase. 

Housing  conditions  continue  to  improve  and  598  new  houses  were 

built  during  the  year,  all  by  private  enterprise.  There  was  further

improvement  in  houses  without  ordinary  amenities,  largely  due  to 
extensions  of  the  Council’s  sewage  schemes  and  a  further  61  houses 
had  privy  or  pail  converted  to  water  closets. 

The  staff  of  the  Health  Department  continued  their  high  standard 
of  work  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  8,624  visits  to  homes  were 
paid  during  the  year. 

Finally,  I  would  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  during  the  year  and  the 
members  of  the  staff  for  their  ready  help  and  co-operation  at  all 
limes.

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NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 

Births 

There  were  1,099  births  recorded  during  the  year,  of  which  572  were 
male  and  527  female  ;  and  including  59  illegitimate  births,  29  male  and 
30  female.  The  crude  birth  rate  was  15.3  per  1,000  population.  The 
adjusted  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  (comparability  figure  0.85) 
was  13.0  compared  with  12.8  in  1970.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  16.0. 

Still  Births 

The  number  of  still  births  during  1971  was  15,  of  which  5  were  male 
and  10  female.  This  is  equivalent  to  a  rate  of  1 3.0  per  1,000  live  and  still 
births.  None  of  these  were  illegitimate. 

Deaths 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  1971  was  689,  an  in¬ 
crease  of  5  over  the  previous  year. 

The  crude  death  rate  was  9.6  per  1,000  population.  The  adjusted 
death  rate  (comparability  factor  1.28)  was  12.3  per  1,000  population, 
a  decrease  over  the  previous  year.  The  death  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  1 1.6. 

Maternal  Mortality 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  were  no  deaths  connected  with  child¬ 
birth,  the  Maternal  Mortality  rate  per  1,000  births  (live  and  still) 
was  Nil. 

Infant  Mortality 

There  were  27  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  giving  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  25  per  1,000  live  births,  an  increase  on  the 
number  of  deaths  for  1970  which  was  13.  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  18.0.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 


HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION 

There  are  no  General  Hospitals  in  the  District,  but  patients  are 
accommodated  in  the  Ormskirk  &  District  General  Hospital,  which 
has  a  Maternity  Block,  or  in  the  hospitals  of  the  adjacent  towns 
of  Liverpool,  Southport  and  Preston. 

All  infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  where  necessary  to  the 
Fazakerley  Isolation  Hospital,  Liverpool. 


AMBULANCE 

Ambulance  Services  are  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
from  Stations  at  Burscough,  Crosby,  Formby  and  Maghull.  In 
general,  an  ambulance  can  reach  any  part  of  the  Rural  District  within 
15  minutes.

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BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  WATER 


Main  Supplies 

Regular  samples  of  all  mains  water  supplies  are  taken  by  the  various 
Water  Authorities  throughout  the  year  to  ensure  the  purity  of  the 
supply.  All  these  samples  during  1971  showed  a  pure  and  wholesome 
water  for  human  consumption. 

All  supplies  are  adequate  in  quantity. 

1971— SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year,  the  following  action  has  been  undertaken  to  the 
Council’s  sewerage  systems  and  sewage  disposal  works: — 

Aughton — The  sewage  disposal  plant  which  served  Holly  House 
Hospital  complex  and  other  property  in  the  vicinity  has  now  been 
superceded  with  a  pumping  station  and  rising  main  so  diverting  the 
sewage  to  the  public  sewerage  system  in  Liverpool  Road,  Aughton 
for  treatment  at  the  Aughton  Sewage  Works. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Lancashire  County  Council  a  relief  surface 
water  culvert  has  been  completed  in  the  Church  Lane,  Aughton  area 
designed  to  eliminate  transference  of  flood  water  to  the  public  foul 
sewerage  system  in  this  locality. 

Altcar — The  first  phase  of  Hillhouse  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 
scheme  was  in  its  final  stages  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  is  expected 
to  be  commissioned  in  1972. 

Bickerstaffe — A  sewerage  system  has  been  provided  to  serve  47 
properties  is  Skelmersdale  Road  and  St.  Helens  Road  in  the  vicinity 
of  Four  Lane  Ends,  sewage  being  pumped  via  a  new  pumping  station 
and  rising  main  to  the  public  sewerage  system  in  Church  Road  for 
treatment  at  the  main  sewage  works  in  Ox  Hey  plantation. 

Hesketh  Bank — The  surface  water  sewerage  system  has  been  extended 
to  Newarth  Lane  to  serve  private  development.  Sludge  irrigation 
methods  have  been  introduced  to  supplement  the  lagoons  provided  at 
the  sewage  works  off  Shore  Road. 

Lydiate— New  culverts  for  both  foul  and  surface  water  sewerage  have 
been  constructed  under  the  canal  near  Pilling  Lane  and  extensions  of 
the  Hillhouse  sewerage  systems  to  serve  new  housing  development 
and  relieve  Maghull  Sewage  Works  have  been  completed. 

Maghull — A  twin  extended  Aeration  plant  has  been  installed  and 
commissioned  with  the  sewage  works  at  Sefton  Lane,  Maghull  to 
supplement  the  main  works  and  to  satisfy  the  need  of  further  housing 
development  in  the  parish. 

Melling — A  sewerage  system  has  been  provided  in  Bedford  Avenue 
and  obsolete  septic  tanks  and  cesspools  have  been  demolished.  The 
sewage  is  treated  at  Maghull  Sewage  Works. 

A  similar  scheme  has  been  provided  in  Brewery  Lane  with  treatment 
at  Melling  Sewage  Works. 
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Main  sewerage  facilities  are  being  afforded  properties  in  the  Melling 
Mount  area  and  the  scheme  incorporates  the  elimination  of  an  existing 
aeration  plant  in  Cimscough  Lane  and  the  provision  of  main  drainage 
in  Prescot  Road  with  ultimate  discharge  via  Kirkby  U.D.C.  Valley 
Sewer  to  Liverpool  Corporation  North  End  Works  for  treatment.  It 
is  anticipated  to  be  completed  early  in  1972. 

North  Meols — The  septic  tank  serving  the  Riverside  Caravan  Park 
has  been  replaced  with  a  pumping  station  and  rising  main  to  divert 
sewage  for  treatment  at  the  Mere  Brow  Sewage  Works. 

Scarisbrick — A  pre-treatment  plant  has  been  installed  and  commis¬ 
sioned  thereby  affording  the  large  poultry  slaughtering  premises  the 
benefit  of  main  drainage  to  the  public  sewers  belonging  to  Southport 
Corporation.

Since  the  inception  of  Improvement  Grants  which  commenced  with 
this  Council  in  1954,  the  following  action  has  been  taken: —

The  above  figures  show  that  1,147  applications  have  been  approved 
and  that  999  houses  have  been  improved  to  some  degree.  Grant  aided 
improvements  have  social  and  economic  aspects  and  for  such  the  work 
is  very  satisfying.  Sometimes  there  may  be  no  economic  justification 
but  socially  the  installation  of  one  or  more  standard  amenities  make 
life  more  pleasant  for  a  family  living  in  a  house  with  a  comparatively 
short  estimated  life. 

Every  effort  has  and  is  being  made  by  the  Health  Department  to 
acquaint  owners  of  old  houses  and  houses  lacking  standard  amenities 
of  the  advantages  of  these  improvement  grants  and  recent  nationwide 
publicity  on  television  and  the  national  newspapers  should  reap  an 
early  reward. 

During  the  year  the  Housing  Act,  1971  came  into  operation,  and 
as  the  area  covered  by  the  West  Lancashire  Rural  District  Council 
had  been  designated  a  Development  area  increased  financial  assistance 
was  available  for  improvement  grants. 

Grants  of  75%  of  the  approved  cost  are  now  permitted  providing 
the  works  have  not  begun  before  23rd  June,  1971  and  are  completed 
within  two  years. 

Near  the  end  of  the  year  evidence  of  this  incentive  was  being  demon¬ 
strated  and  it  is  anticipated  that  during  1972  the  number  of  Discretion¬ 
ary  Improvement  Grants  will  greatly  increase.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


1.  Food  Hygiene 

Very  good  co-operation  was  again  received  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  during  their  visits  to  food  premises  in  the  area,  either  in¬ 
vestigating  complaints  or  on  routine  visits,  and  I  consider  that  the 
majority  of  food  traders  realise  the  importance  of  proper  construction 
of  food  premises  and  the  necessity  to  provide  adequate  and  satisfactory 
facilities  and  equipment  to  keep  the  premises,  staff  and  food,  clean  and 
protected  from  contamination. 

Nine  hundred  and  eighteen  visits  were  made  to  such  premises 
during  the  year,  many  of  them  to  licensed  premises  where  the  selling 
of  food  as  well  as  drink  has  increased  tremendously  during  the  past 
two  years.  It  is  important  that  the  law  governing  food  and  food  handlers 
is  enforced  in  these  premises  as  any  other,  the  danger  of  food  poisoning 
being  well  present. 

No  legal  action  has  been  necessary,  but  cautionary  letters  and  in¬ 
spections  have  always  remedied  any  matter  requiring  attention. 

Complaints  to  the  Health  Department  regarding  food  numbered 
thirty  five,  fourteen  of  these  complaints  concerned  mould  formation  in 
food  and  in  all  cases  the  cause  was  discovered  to  be  due  to  improper 
storage  conditions  or  to  old  stock. 

There  were  twenty-one  complaints  of  foreign  matter  in  foods  and  all 
these  complaints  were  thoroughly  investigated  and  any  steps  which 
could  be  taken  to  prevent  further  similar  complaints  were  pointed  out  to 
the  responsible  vendor  or  manufacturer  and  the  complainants  were 
satisfied  by  the  action  taken  by  the  department. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  are  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority 
in  this  area  and  good  co-operation  exists  with  their  officers  in  relation 
to  food  problems. 

2.  Premises  where  Food  is  sold,  prepared  or  stored 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  retain  the  standards  of  hygiene  in  food 
premises  in  accordance  with  legal  requirements  and  although  inspec¬ 
tions  were  lower  than  last  year  due  to  staff  changes  and  work  in  other 
spheres,  it  is  known  that  a  good  standard  of  hygiene  exists  in  most 
premises. 

Most  of  the  food  shops  are  new  and  therefore  an  excellent  standard 
exists  here  where  the  good  construction  of  floors  and  walls  make 
cleansing  much  easier. 

(a)  Schools 

There  are  now  forty-eight  schools  in  the  area.  Forty-three  schools 
are  now  provided  with  excellent  kitchen  facilities  where  meals  are 
prepared  on  the  premises. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  five  remaining  schools  will  in  the  near  future 
be  provided  with  kitchen  accommodation. 

All  schools  have  water  closet  sanitary  accommodation  with  thirty- 
nine  on  the  public  sewer  and  nine  to  septic  tanks. 

Other  improvements  continued  to  be  carried  out  such  as  central  heating, 
improved  classroom  accommodation  and  better  playground  surfaces. 

There  still  are  a  few  schools  with  outside  toilets,  no  hot  water  to 
washbasins  and  unheated  cloakrooms.

(b)  Shellfish 

There  are  eighty- two  premises  registered  for  the  boiling  and  peeling 
of  shrimps  and  all  of  the  premises  comply  with  food  hygiene  standards. 

All  of  these  premises  are  in  the  North  Meols  parish  which  is  adjacent 
to  the  Ribble  Estuary  shrimp  beds  and  most  of  the  boiling  and  peeling 
is  carried  out  in  the  kitchens  of  dwelling  houses  or  brick  outbuildings. 

Two  shellfish  factories  are  situated  in  the  rural  district,  one  in  Maghull 
and  the  other  in  Scarisbrick,  both  are  equipped  with  modern  equipment 
and  maintain  a  very  high  standard  of  hygiene. 

Samples  taken  from  these  factories  have  been  found  to  be  satis¬ 
factory. 

(c)  Hawkers 

The  Food  Hygiene  (Market  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations, 
1966  have  given  more  effective  powers  for  attaining  a  much  higher 
standard  of  hygiene  and  requires  a  standard  almost  parallel  to  those 
of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  for  fixed  food  premises. 

Twenty-one  inspections  have  been  made  of  such  vehicles  and  where 
necessary  the  notice  of  the  owners  has  been  drawn  to  legal  infringements. 

Seventy-five  known  hawkers  and  premises  are  registered  with  this 
Authority  under  the  Fancashire  County  Council  (General  Powers) 
Act,  1951. 

It  is  expected  that  this  number  will  decrease  in  the  next  few  years  as 
the  many  new  shopping  centres  will  provide  for  all  possible  require¬ 
ments  and  therefore  lessen  the  demand  for  these  itinerant  traders. 


(d)  Poultry 

Four  premises  are  registered  with  this  Council  under  the  Slaughter 
of  Poultry  Act,  1967  for  the  slaughter  of  poultry  for  commercial  pur¬ 
poses,  and  in  all  four  premises  electric  stunners  are  in  operation. 

One  of  the  processing  plants  is  large,  two  medium  sized  and  one  very 
small.  The  “  Spotter  ”  system  of  inspection  in  all  the  premises  works 
very  satisfactorily  with  good  co-operation  between  the  public  health 
inspectors,  management  and  staff.  The  system  involves  the  use  of 
experienced  members  of  the  staffs  concerned  inspecting  the  poultry  at 
different  intervals  along  the  line  of  operation  rejecting  the  obviously 
unfit  birds  and  setting  aside  the  doubtful  birds  for  further  inspection 
and  deliberation  by  the  public  health  inspectors.  Two  of  our  public 
health  inspectors  have  attended  a  course  of  lectures  on  Poultry  Diseases 
and  Inspection. 

Hygiene  conditions  in  the  processing  plants  are  generally  good. 
Improvements  are  continually  being  made.  In  the  larger  premises 
machines  and  methods  of  processing  have  changed  in  the  light  of 
experience  in  the  industry.  The  three  larger  premises  each  operate  on 
the  moving  belt  system  with  a  resultant  reduction  in  the  amount  of 
handling  of  the  individual  birds  and  the  less  likelihood  of  contamination. 

One  hundred  and  forty  visits  were  made.

(e)  Ice  Cream 

There  are  no  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  in  the  area,  but  119  shop¬ 
keepers  are  registered  to  sell  wrapped  ice  cream. 

(f)  Milk  Supply 

All  persons  carrying  on  the  trade  of  milk  distribution  from  premises 
within  the  district,  and  all  premises  used  as  dairies  other  than  dairy 
farms  are  registered  with  this  Council  as  required  by  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959. 

Dairy  farms  and  dairy  farmers  are  registered  with  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

The  only  milk  pasteurising  plant  within  the  district  is  licensed  by  the 
Lancashire  County  Council  whose  officials  sample  all  the  milk  and 
supervise  the  plant. 

Sixty-five  samples  of  untreated  milk  were  submitted  for  biological 
examination  for  tuberculosis  and  Brucella  Abortus.  Seven  samples 
proved  to  be  positive  Brucella  Abortus.  The  necessary  action  was 
taken  in  respect  of  these  samples. 


(g)  Meat  and  Food  Condemnation

IMPORTED  FOOD  REGULATIONS  1968 

The  above  mentioned  regulations  were  brought  into  force  on  the 
introduction  of  containerisation  in  the  import  and  export  industry. 
In  order  to  assist  in  a  speedy  turn  round  of  ships  and  clearance  of  the 
dock  areas  the  regulations  allow  for  the  despatch  of  container  cargoes 
direct  to  inland  depots  without  examination  at  the  Port  of  entry  on  the 
strict  condition  that  such  containers  remain  sealed  until  it  reaches  the 
inland  depot.  It  is  at  this  stage  that  the  Public  Health  Inspector  must  be 
present  to  examine  the  contents  of  the  container  to  ascertain  its  fitness 
or  otherwise  for  human  consumption.  It  is  not  possible  with  certain 
commodities  to  give  a  proper  judgement  unless  percentage  samples 
are  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Bacteriologist.  We  are  fortunate  in 
having  the  services  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  to  deal 
with  the  samples  taken. 

In  recognition  of  the  demand  for  storage  accommodation  reasonably 
near  to  the  docks  Frigoscandia  (Union  Cold  Storage  Ltd,  the  Swedish 
Company  of  Frigoscandia  and  a  French  Group  of  companies)  have 
established  a  2.5  million  cubic  foot  Public  Cold  store  at  Simonswood. 
They  operate  an  eighty  hours  a  week  service. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  called  upon  to  inspect  all  com¬ 
modities  and  to  take  samples  if  necessary  as  each  container  arrives. 
This  has  resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  duties  of  the  inspectors  to  such 
an  extent  that  it  was  necessary  to  appoint  an  additional  inspector. 
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During  the  year  the  following  commodities  were  inspected  and  it  was 
necessary  to  submit  thirty  five  samples  to  the  Bacteriologist.

Six  applications  for  prior  approval  to  install  new  boiler  equipment 
were  received  and  in  all  cases  the  applications  were  approved  as  being 
satisfactory. 

Plans  showing  proposals  to  erect  eight  new  chimneys  were  received 
and  in  each  case  a  satisfactory  chimney  height  was  agreed  upon  and 
the  plans  approved. 

Smoke  emissions  from  domestic  chimneys  in  the  more  densely  popu¬ 
lated  parishes  cause  the  majority  of  atmospheric  pollution,  and  there 
is  little  evidence  from  observations  made  during  the  year  that  industrial 
plants  in  the  area  cause  serious  air  pollution. 

The  Council  considered  smoke  control  and  it  was  decided  to  imple¬ 
ment  smoke  control  measures  when  appropriate,  having  regard  to  the 
circumstances  prevailing  at  the  time. 


THE  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

It  is  the  statutory  responsibility  of  every  local  authority  under  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  to  take  steps  to  ensure  as 
far  as  practicable  that  their  district  is  kept  free  from  rats  and -or  mice 
and  to  enforce  the  duties  of  owners  and  occupiers  under  its  provisions. 

To  rely  upon  the  enforcement  of  the  Act  without  the  local  authority 
providing  practical  assistance  to  owners  and  occupiers  for  the  destruc¬ 
tion  of  rats  and  mice  would  be  inadvisable.  To  achieve  this  end  two 
rodent  operatives  are  employed  and  all  reported  infestations  of  rats 
and  mice  are  investigated  in  addition  to  routine  inspections. 

There  has  again  been  a  slight  increase  in  infestations,  but  this  is 
mainly  due  to  the  development  of  agricultural  lands  with  rats  and 
mice  gaining  access  to  newly  constructed  houses. 

All  infestations  in  domestic  premises  are  treated  free  of  charge  and 
any  evidence  of  vermin  infestation  is  reported  immediately  to  this 
department.  Owners  or  occupiers  of  buildings  and  land  other  than 
private  dwelling  houses  who  desire  the  assistance  of  the  department 
for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  are  required  to  reimburse  the  local 
authority  for  any  expenditure  incurred.  Requests  for  such  assistance 
are  very  good. 

The  sewerage  system  is  treated  by  the  Engineers  and  Surveyors 
Department  to  control  infestations  which  may  occur. 

Warfarin,  Zinc  Phosphide  and  Alphachloralose  are  the  main  poisons 
still  being  used  with  excellent  results. 

During  the  year  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  institute  any  legal 
proceedings  under  the  Act.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

This  Act  makes  provision  for  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of 
persons  employed  in  offices,  shops  and  certain  railway  premises. 
The  enforcement  of  the  Act  is  the  responsibility  of  three  separate 
authorities,  namely  local  authorities,  fire  authorities  and  H.M. 
Inspector  of  Factories.  All  work  carried  out  under  the  Act  is  subject  to 
a  separate  report  to  the  Department  of  Employment  and  Productivity. 

Ail  occupiers  of  shops,  offices  and  railway  premises  where  persons 
are  employed  must  register  the  premises  with  the  local  authority. 

The  general  work  under  the  Act  for  the  year  under  review  has  not 
shown  anything  of  outstanding  consequence  and  the  conditions  found 
in  most  premises  and  the  co-operation  of  the  many  employers  have 
generally  been  satisfactory. 

Most  of  the  contraventions  found  during  the  year  were  drawn  to 
the  attention  of  the  responsible  persons  and  the  matters  were  rectified 
without  recourse  to  legal  action. 

The  notification  of  accidents  in  offices  and  shops  within  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  this  department  numbered  eight.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that 
none  of  the  accidents  was  fatal. 

The  tables  overleaf  give  the  actual  number  of  registered  premises  in 
their  various  classes  together  with  the  number  of  employees,  male 
and  female,  in  each  classification,  and  an  analysis  of  contraventions 
of  the  Act.
